Warrant  for  March  Meeting,  1884. 


To  Almon  Leach^  Constable  of  Deering^  in  the  County  of  Cumber- 
land, Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby  required  to 
notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Deering,  qual- 
ified by  law  to  YOte  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  the  Town  House, 
in  said  Town,  on  Monday,  the  third  day  of  March  instant,  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit : 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of 
schools,  and  the  poor,  and  repairs  of  roads  and  bridges,  and  to 
defray  all  other  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  4.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  selectmen, 
treasurer,  overseers  of  the  poor  and  -supervisor  of  schools. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  the  town  will  allow  per  hour  for  the  labor 
of  men,  horses  and  oxen  on  the  highways. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  assessors  to  make 
such  abatements  as  they  think  reasonable. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  make  a  discount  on  taxes  paid 
within  a  given  time  and  charge  interest  thereafter. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  and 
treasurer  to  hire  money  temporarily  for  the  use  of  the  town  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  provided  the  same  shall  be  necessary. 
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Art.  9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regari 
pay  of  town  officers.

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  to\^ 
laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  Dec

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  blast  out  tlie  ledge  on 
Read  Street,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  blast  out  the  ledge 
on  Ocean  Street,  near  the  residence  of  Edward  Payson,  and  raise 
money  for  the  same. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote. to  lower  the  grade  of 
chat  part  of  the  Stevens  Plains  road  between  the  residences  of 
Geo.  R.  Kimball  and  A.  D.  Morse,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  and 
treasurer  to  issue  notes  or  bonds  for  payment  of  debts  of  the  town 
maturing  the  present  year. 

Art.  25.  To  see  what  instructions  the  town  will  give  the  treas- 
urer in  relation  to  the  settlement  of  tax  deeds. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen  to  fill 
up  the  old  Canal  at  the  bridge  near  the  Brewer  Hill,  so  called. 

.  Art.  27.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  on  the  claim 
of  William  F.  Seal  for  damages  occasioned  by  drainage  from  C. 
W.  Belknap's  Factory,  entering  Capisic  Pond. 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  town  way 
laid  out  by  the  selectmen  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  December, 
A.  D.  1883,  upon  petition  of  Manuel  de  Almargro  and  others. 

Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  set  of  Civil 
Engineer's  Instruments,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  a  street  or  any 
part  thereof,  running  from  Deering  Street  to  Forest  Avenue,  to 
be  called  Noyes  Street,  also  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
a  Street  running  from  Deering  Street  and  intersecting  with  Noyes 
Street,  west  of  the  Portland  &  Rochester  Railroad  to  be  called 
Longfellow  Street,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  on  the  seventeenth 
day  of  December,  A.  D.  1883,  upon  petition  of  Andrew  J.  Chase, 
Cummings  Rogers,  John  M.  Adams  and  others.

Eeport  of  Selectmen. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the   Town  of  Deering  : 

We  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  a  statement  of -the 
Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  the  Town,  for  the  year  ending 
Feb.  21st,  1884. 

For  Roads  and  Bridges  the  appropriation  was  |5,800.  Receipts 
$27.80,  making  a  total  of  $5,827.80.  The  expenditures  including 
the  overrun  of  last  year  was  16,717.62,  making  an  overrun  of 
$889.82.     . 

For  Support  of  Schools  the  appropriation  was  $4,500.  Balance 
from  1882  was  $2,285.59.  State  Fund  $1,921.39.  Total  $8,706.98. 
Expenditures,  $8,654.09.     Balance  unexpended,  $52.89. 

For  high  school  the  appropriation  was  $1,500.  Balance  from 
1882,  $563.31,  State  fund  $250,  making  a  total  of  $2,313.31. 
Expended  $2,064.27.     Balance  unexpended,  $249.04. 

For  almshouse  and  farm  the  appropriation  was  $1,200.  Re- 
ceipts, $1,047.56.  Balance  from  1882,  $605.35,  making  a  total  of 
$2,852.91.  Expenditures  was  $2,474.87.  Balance  unexpended, 
$378.04. 

For  incidental  expense  the  appropriation  was  $900.  Receipts, 
$3,725.44.  Balance  from  1882, 1195,11,  making  a  total  of  $4,820.- 
bb.     Expenditures,  $960,03.     Balance  unexpended,  $3,860.52. 

For  sidewalks  the  appropriation  was  $500.  Receipts,  $1.00, 
making  a  total  of  $501.00.  Expenditures,  $611.16,  making  an 
overrun  of  $110.16. 
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For  snow  bills  the  appropriation  was  $300.  Balance  from  1882 
was  132.36,  making  a  total  of  1332.36.  Expended,  $335.52, 
making  an  overrun  of  $3.16. 

For  town  officers  the  appropriation  was  $1,500.  Balance  from 
1882  was  $337.00,  making  a  total  of  $1,83T.00.  Expended, 
$1,649.75.     Balance  unexpended,  $187.25.  • 

For  repairs  on  School  Houses  the  appropriation  was  $1,000, 
Amount  expended  $1,200.65,  an  overrun  of  $200.65. 

For  Out  Door  Poor  the  appropriation  was  $1,200;  receipts 
$325.41,  making  a  total  of  $1,525.41.  Expenditures  including 
the  overrun  of  last  year  $2,195.59,  making  an  overrun  of  $670.18. 

For  Deering  Point  School  House  the  appropriation  was  $400. 
Expended  $628.63,  making  an  overrun  of  $228.63. 

For  fencing,  grading,  etc..  School  House  Lot  at  Libby's  Corner, 
received  for  Old  School  House  and  Lot  $400.00.  Expended, 
$217.65.     Balance  unexpended  $182.35. 

For  South  Street  the  appropriation  was  $200.  Expended, 
$130.95.     Balance  unexpended,  $69.05. 

For  Hartley  Avenue  the  appropriation  was  $300.  We  have 
expended  nothing.     Balance,  $300. 

For  grading  Nason's  Corner  School  House  Lot  the  appropria- 
tion was  $50,  which  has  not  been  expended. 

For  commissions  and  abatements  the  appropriation  was  $1,000 ; 
balance  from  1882,  $1,296.63  ; 'supplementary  tax,  $160.16  ;  over- 
lay, $1,497.87,  making  a  total  of  $3,954.66.  Amount  expended, 
$1,579.28,  leaving  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  this  acct.  of  $2,375.38. 

We  also  find  the  following  unexpended  balances  remaining  to 
the  credit  of  special  appropriations,  the  accounts  of  which  should 
be  balanced,  as  the  jobs  for  which  the  money  was  appropriated 
are  finished.  We  would  recommend  these  balances  be  transferred 
to  other  accounts.

Ai 
carefully  considering  the  subject,  we  have  corne  to  the  conclas 
that  it  would  be  advisable  to  do  so,  and  would  recommenc 
favorable  action  on  that  article  by  the  town. 

The  house  is  out  of  repair  and  inconvenient,  especially  t 
part  occupied  by  the  inmates,  the  living  room  of  which  is  on  i 
cold  side  of  the  house,  and  cannot  be  made  comfortable  in 
coldest  winter  weather ;  and  if,  as  is  quite  likely  to  be  the  a 
the  number  of  inmates  is  increased,  the  accommodations  woi 
be  entirely  inadequate.  Added  to  which  is  the  fact  that 
buildings  are  situated  on  the  best  part  of  the  gravel  bed,  so  t 
in  a  short  time  we  shall  be  obliged  to  move  the  buildings  or  g 
up  the  gravel. 

In  concluding  our  report  we  would  say  that  we  believe  that 
the  keeper  and  matron  of  the  alms  house,  Mr.  Hiram  Gustin  8 
wife,  we  have  got  the  right  persons  in  the  right  place  ;  and  ho 
for  the  advantage  of  the  town  and  the  good  of  the  inmates,  tl 
they  may  be  induced  to  occupy  the  same  place  for  the  year 
come.

So  far  as  the  condition  and  progress  of  our  schools  have  de- 
pended upon  the  zeal  and  fidelity  of  the  teachers,  excellent  results 
have  been  attained.  Of  the  teachers  employed,  eleven  are  gradu- 
ates of  normal  schools  and  eight  are  graduates  of  high  schools. 

The  attendance  for  the  spring  and  fall  terms  was  unusually 
good,  but  during  the  winter  term,  it  has  been  somewhat  dimin- 
ished on  account  of  severe  storms  and  sickness.  The  average 
attendance  for  the  year,  however,  is  eighty-eight  per  cent,  of  the 
average  number  registered,  which  clearly  indicates  that  the  par- 
ents take  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools. 

The  improvements  recently  made  at  the  Deering's  Bridge  school 
house  have  contributed  much  to  the  convenience  aiid  comfort  of 
its  occupants.  Within  the  year  the  High  School  building  and 
the  school  houses  at  Allen's  Corner,  East  Deering  and  Wood- 
ford's, have  received   a  coat   of  paint.     The   one   at   Woodford's 
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has  been  partially  shingled.  The  one  at  Stroudwater  has  been 
supplied  with  Sebago  water.  For  the  one  at  Nason's  Corner,  a 
new  furnace  has  been  provided,  which  is  a  decided  improvement 
upon  the  former  mode  of  heating.  The  stove  in  the  primary 
school  house  at  Deering  Centre  fails  to  heat  the  room  to  a  toler- 
able degree  of  comfort  during  severe  winter  weather  and  should 
be  exchanged  for  some  better  heating  apparatus.  Several  more 
school  houses  need  painting,  and  to  meet  this  expense  it  is  desir- 
able that  the  town  should  make  a  special  appropriation. 

The  only'change  in  the  school  books  of  the  town  during  the 
year  is  that  made  by  the  adoption  of  Shaylor's  writing  books. 

In  the  High  school,  the  3^ear  has  been  one  of  great  prosper- 
ity. The  teachers  have  been  faithful  and  efficient  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  and  the  standard  of  scholarship  maintained  in  the 
school  is  highly  creditable  to  teachers  and  pupils.  The  school 
has  been  supplied  with  the  American  Universal  Cyclopgedia, 
which,  it  is  believed,  will  generously  contribute  to  the  culture  of 
the  pupils  and  to  their  knowledge  of  the  world,  both  past  and 
present.  Further  particulars  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the 
school  will  be  found  in  the  appended  report  of  the  principal. 

While  we  may  well  rejoice  over  whatever  advancement  our 
schools  have  made,  we  should  not„be  unmindful  of  their  needs 
and  their  faults.  Our  work  is  progressive ;  and  past  success 
should  stimulate  us  to  greater  exertions  in  the  future,  since  much 
still  remains  to  be  done  to  bring  our  schools  to  such  a  condition 
that  all  efforts  put  forth  will  accomplish  the  highest  possible 
results. 

I  would  recommend  that  tl,500  be  raised  for  the  High  school 
and  $4,500  for  common  schools. 

The  selectmen's  report  shows  the  amount  of  expenditures  for 
school  purposes.

Mr.  C.  B.  Varney,  Supervisor  of  Schools  : 

Statistics  for  the  past  year  have  already  been  given  to  you,  and 
need  not,  I  suppose,  be  repeated  here. 

During  the  six  years  in  v^hich  I  have  had  charge  of  the  school, 
three  hundred  and  nineteen  different  pupils  have  been  registered. 
Of  these  fifty-three  have  been  graduated,  and  fifteen  will  have 
completed  the  course  at  the  end  of  the  next  term. 

Of  the  number  who  during  this  time  have  closed  their  connec- 
tion with  the  school,  about  one-fourth  have  been  graduates.  But 
each  year  gives  a  better  showing  in  this  respect ;  the  class  of  '84 
now  contains  nearly  one-half  its  original  number.  A  large  part 
of  those  who  do  not  remain  for  the  full  time  are  nevertheless  in 
school  long  enough  to  complete  a  greater  portion  of  the  work. 

The  course  of  study  upon  which  the  school  is  engaged  is  as 
follows : 

First  year. — Algebra,  U.  S.  History,  Physical  Geography,  Phy- 
siology, Botany. 

Second  year. — Book-keeping,  Physics,  Geometry,  Latin. 

Third  year. — Chemistry,  Astronomy,  Rhetoric,  French,  Latin. 

Fourth  year. — Geology,  English  History,  French,  English  Lit- 
erature, Latin  and  Reviews. 

Spelling  is  a  daily,  and  English  Composition  a  weekly,  exercise  ; 
and  at  intervals  during  the  course  reviews  are  made  in  Reading, 
Arithmetic,  English  Grammar  and  Geography. 

It  is  probable  that  the  course  as  outlined  here  does  not  meet 
the  entire  approval  of  all  the  patrons  of  the  school;  and  the  sug- 
gestion that  it  would  be  well  to  undertake  fewer  branches  and 
make  the  work  more  thorough  in  the  more  practical  studies,  is 
not  without  force. 

But  I  doubt  if  an  attempt  to  carry  out  this  idea  would,  after  all, 
meet  with  general  favor.     The  high  school  can,  at  best,  offer  only 
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general,  not  special  education.  No  amount  of  training  that  couL 
be  given  in  school  would  make  the  pupils  experts  in  any  branch 
furthermore,  the  study  that  is,  perhaps,  most  practical  for  on 
scholar,  is  not  necessarily  so  for  another.  On  the  whole,  it  seem 
to  me  that  the  high  school  fulfils  its  office  if  it  gives  only  a  limite( 
view  of  the  elements  of  all  the  leading  studies.  The  pupil  ha 
thus  an  opportunity  to  find  if  he  have  a  particular  aptitude  fo 
any  of  them,  and  if  so,  may  be  enabled  to  follow  out,  afterwarc 
the  lines  here  begun,  to  practical  results ;  or  if  his  future  wor] 
requires  a  special  familiarity  with  any  of  its  branches,  he  ma 
readily  supplement  the  partial  knowledge  of  the  subject  gained  a 
school ;  and  especially  he  may  obtain  enough  general  knowledg 
in  the  various  departments  to  serve  as  a  guide  in  his  future  reac 
ing  and  observation  and  experience,  and  help  to  make  him  we] 
informed,  and  to  that  extent  successful. 

There  have  been  no  matters  of  special  interest  in  connectio 
with  the  school  since  my  last  report.  We  have  been  supplie 
during  the  year  with  a  much  needed  set  of  encyclopaedias.  Ou 
philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus,  though  by  no  means  exter 
sive,  answers  the  purpose  very  well.  The  school  building  is  sti" 
in  excellent  condition,  and,  with  its  fresh  coat  of  paint,  its  outsid 
appearance  is  better  than  ever. 

It  is  but  justice  to  say  that  whatever  success  the  school  ha 
attained  is  due  to  the  disposition  of  a  large  majority  of  the  pupi 
to  do  their  best,  and  to  the  fact  that  in  their  work  teachers  an 
pupils  have  always  had  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  parents.
